letter: ‘‘ I came here last February with | 
aview tosecuringa gold mining claim, as ; 
my principal object. [secured a ten acre | 


mining claim that is one of the very best on 
the river, and whea we get fixed with the 


proper mining machinery to cperaie it to 
advantage it will make us plenty of money. 
T also secure: a homestead of 160 acres, ad- 


joiuing my mining claim. Our homestands 
right on the bank of the south branch of 
the Sasketchewan river at Big Island and 


overlooks our mining claim from the front | Give us a trial and you will be fully 
convinced that we are carrying out 


door. We have a splendid coal mine on our 
homestead, ovly about 400 yards from the 
house. It is near the river and we have 
made considerable money furnishing coal 
for mining dredges already, andare now 
getting the mine developed so that we can 
make a good deal more next year. Trains 
will commence hauling from South Kd- 
montcon to-morrow, and we expect to be 
able to sell all the coal we can get out this 
winter. I cnly got two acres broken cn our 
homestead last spring, but next spring we 
want to clear and break about ‘15 or twenty 
acres, What we broke this spring will 
raise all our potatoes and some wheat, oats 
or barley besides, so that while we all 
realize that we are a long way from the 
land of our birth, and under a foreign flag, 
we don’t care.

All 
we have to do is to live on it for three years 
from the time we took it, for six months in 
the year, and then we get a patent for it 
and then its ours free from debt, tree from 
execution and everything else Last spring 
the snow went off about the 15th of April, 
and ina very few days farmers were seed- 


ing, and we hada finer spring than I ever | 


saw anywhere. The atmosphere was dry 
aad pleasant. The principal crops are 
grain, wheat, oats and barley. The princip- 
al wheat is spring wheat, although they are 
eommencing to sow fall wheat and find it 
does well. All kinds of vegetables grow 
luxuriantly here, especially potatoes and 
eabbages. [heard when I came here that 
as many as four hundred bashels of potatoes 
to the acre could be grown.

not much shorter than in lowa and Ne- 
braska. Besides that there is no such thing 
here as pastures drying up in the summer as 
I have seen in Iowa, Illinois or Nebraska, 
so that they had to commence feeding in 
Augustand September. Suffice for me to 
aay in conciusion that | am glad that I am 
here. 1 am happier and better contented. 
Iam out in the wild country and close to 
nature and have my family with me in good 
health. There is ]and open for homestead 
entry here yet, and lana can be bought of 
the railway company ca long time and low 
rate of interest for $3 per acre. But com- 
mon sense and the experience I have had 
in the different parts of the world teach 
me that this condition cannot last long. I 
expect to see the day when this land will 
brivg from $25 to $30 per acre, The soil is 


strong aud productive and will produce 
twice as much per acre as Nebraska land. 
Now with the fine climate and abundance 
of water, and with plenty of wood, coal 
and building timber on every hand, what is 
to hinder this from out-stripping the oldest 
cempetitors for natural greatness and pros- 
perity? There is a good opening here fer 
anybody in any capacity, if they only want 
to come and go to work with a will anda 
determination.

THE LIARD RIVER. 


W. J. McLean, a former chief factor of 
the Hvudson’s Bay Company, who wa3 
stationed fer ten yeare in the Liard river 
district, was interviewed a few days ago by 
a representative of the Winnipeg Free Press 
and gave the following information concern- 
ing that country. 

Asked as to the advantages of the coun- 
try as an agricultural region, he said: ‘It 
is not so desirable for farming purposes, 
but it is an auriferous country, and coming 
prominently before the world now.” 

‘‘Is there any good timber on the Liard ?” 

‘« Yex: on both the west and east branches 
of the Liard river there is very valuable 
timber, but unless something is done to 
protect it, it will soon be destroyed by 
forest fires, now that the country is likely 
to becomea highway for miners going into 
that country.” 

“What is the nature ef the country 
along the Liard and Nelson rivers ?” 


‘* The couniry is well wooded in parts, on 


| the east side of the former river and moun- 


tainous on the west side. The country 
along the Nelson or east branch of the 
Liard is something similar.” 

‘*Do you think it possible to get into the 
upper part of the Liard with horses by the 
Peace river route ?” 

“‘T cannot say with certainty, as the 
country lying between Fort St. John and 
the Liard has not yet, to my knowledge, 
been explored for the purpose of travelling 
through it with horses. 1 expect that 
Lord Avonmore’s party will decide that 
matter. I was pleased to see the editorial 
in the Free Press of Monday morning, 
pointing out the great necessity of protect- 
ing the timbers of the eountry which is of 
very great importance, indeed.” 

“‘Ts the region of the Liard very rich in 
game and fur-bearing animals ?” 

‘* Not particularly so.” 

‘* Are game and fur-bearing animals be- 
ing exterminated for want of protection *” 

**T do not think so; the officers of the 
Hadson’s Bay company are so deeply inter- 
ested in the fur-bearing animals and game 
of the country over which their operations 
extend, that they do all they can te prevent 


the killing of valuable animals and birds | 


out of season.” 


This brought the interview to a close, as 
Mr. McLean was called away. In speak- 
ing of the fine weather he stated that 
in general the weather between Edmonton 
and the Liard river resembled yery much 
that of Manitoba.
